The Lelands allege that the Fords 
promised to reimburse asl stock- 
holders except brokers and persons 
who had bought their stock at less 
than $3 a share. 

At the time the case came up for 
trial ,in Oakland Circuit Court 
Fords’ counsel moved for dismissal 
on several grounds. One of the con- 
tentions was that the agreement, 
supposing it existed, was fraudulent 
and hence void, having been made 
for the “advantage and benefit” of 
the Lelands and some other stock- 
holders, certain groups of stockhold- 
specifically brokers and persons 
who bought at less than $3 being 
excluded. 

The Supreme Court found merit | 
in this contention, after the Ford | 
attorneys appealed from the refusal | 
of the Circuit Court to dismiss the 
bill.

He then is charged for 
that failure at the rate of 5 cents 
for each 1 per cent. he falls below 
his quota. 

For instance, his quota on 
twelve items is $3,000 and he sells 
but $2,000 worth of goods.

33 1-3 times 5 cents——$1.65—and this 
amount is deducted from his month- 
ly check.
